ACCEPTED THE DESPERATE CHANCE

ROME, March 12—Qeneral Baratior] Tas
arrived at Massowah, In a physically and
mentully prostrated condition. He admitted
lo a corvespondent of the Tribupe that he
had yielded to a raxh Impulse In making the
attack, which led to the defeat at Adowa.
He also admitted he had no dAlrect orders
from tha government.

The diffleulties of the ground, he held,
wire the couse of the plans miscarrylng, He
deeply deplored the disaster, bt had nothing
to reproach himself with, and was ready to
meet any charges and to endure to the end
the consequences of his misfortune.

English OfMicers Conld Not Legnlly
Enlist in n Forelgn Army.
LONDON, Mareh 12.—The under socre-
tary of the war office, Blr John Broderlck,
answering an Inguiry today In the House
of Commane, sald the war aoffice had no
news of any English militia oMcers having
volunteered thele gervices to Spaln In case

of war with the United States, if It ce-
turred. He added that any ofMcers taking
such n step would be lable to the penalties
of the foreign enlistment act.

The under sccretary of state for forelgn
affairs, Mr. George N. CQurzon, replying
Lo a quemtion in the House of Commons
loday, eald the goveéroment had no infor-
mation as to the settlement of the Vene-
zueln question having been arrived at.

L. G. Powles, conservative member for
Kings Lynn, asked the government In the
House of Commons today It notlce had heen
taken of the statements in the Spanish
press that in the event of war between
Spain and the United States the Spanish
privateers would prey upon American com-
merce, and whether, In view of the com-
plications and Injuries Britieh trade wounld
suffer from such an event, or in the case
of war between Great Britnln and a country
which hod not acceded to the declaration of
Parls, the government would consider the
whole effects of the declaration of Paris
and the advisability of Great Britain with-
drawing therefrom.

The first lord of the treasury, Mr., A. J.
Dalfour, in reply sald that the government
Joes not question Epain's right in the mat-
ter; but in wiew of the fact that no pri-
vateers have been uged In any war since
1866, e¢ven by the powers not acceding to
the declaration of Parle, and that the doe-
trine that a mneutral flag covers enemies’'
goods, except contraband of war, has been
gonerally accepted during recent years, It
may be doubted if Epain would actually
resort to such measures,

Regarding the latter part of Mr. Bowles'
question, Mr. Balfour said that while fully
admitting that the eveéntuality mentioned
might have an Important bearing upon the
Interests of neutral countries, he did not
think anything could be guined by an ex-
pression of opinion upon the part of the
government of any hypothetical case.

I'his answer, however, did not eatlsiy
Mr. Bowles, and he pressed Mr, DBalfour
for a more expliclt reply, whereupon the
first lord of the treasury sald that an ex-
pression of opinifon at the present moment
might be inexpedient. He had consulted
with the admiralty and his colleagues on
the subject and belleved he was correct In
gaying there had beten a general acceptance
by all the powers, though not ag 4 formal
treaty, that a neéutral flag covers ene-
miee’ gouds, except contraband of war.

THOUSANDS 0F DICYCLES BURNED,

Pope Manufaciunring Company's
Nuilding Destroyed,
BOSTON, March 12.—The Pope Mantfac-
turing company’'s bollding, on Columbus
avenue, was completely ‘ruined by fire, neces-

sitating & general alarm, shortly before 4

o'clock today. The fre cmmsed a loss of
between  $350,000 and $00,000, The block
was a magnificent five-slory structure of

brick, profusely orbamented with terfa colta
trimmings. The blaze started in the boller
room in the basement of the bullding and
gpread #0 rapldly (hat four women and two
men who were taking rlding lessons on the
fNrth floor had barely timoe to escape, W, W.
Hinckley, private sectetary to Mr, Albert
ope, and the Janitor, W. H. Preston, were
hemmoed in by smoke and fire o the second
floor and made thelr escape by Iaddera
piaced there by the firemen, In the bulld-
ing were thirty-five or forty people. but they
all got out without Injury. The ocontents,
which were completely rulned, consisted of
1,700 new bieyeles, 176 second hand wheols
and about 20,000 plece® of bicycle fittings,
berldes several thousand tires

The Youth's Companion bullding, one of
thse mosxt imposing structures in the clly,
and the Hoffman house, A seven-story apart-
ment honse across the streel, were thor-
oughly drenched. The Hoffman houve wis
In great danger [or an hour, as the strong
northwest wind carried the flames nearly
half way across the broad avenue, The loes
to both bulldings by wiater will aggregale
$10,000. The fire wae practically under con-
trol by 6 o'clock, but It was hours before it
was entirely subdumdl. The Pope company
has a total loss on ite stock and fixtures
conservatively estimated at $150,000 and
£20,000 on the bullding. The loss s fully
Insured.

The fallure was preelpitcted when chattel
mortgages covering the entlre stock and
bobk accounts were executed by the firm
and Individual mortgeges were given by tho
senlor member of the firm on all his prop-
erly. The first mortgage flled was ono for

grogate $H2.077, covering everything it pos.
sorEed. The total assets of the flrm are
estimated at $84,000, of which $75.000 con-
gluts of stock, and the remalnder of book
accounts.
